United S^tates Finding Great 
Difficulty in Dealing With 
the Natives.

Washington, Dec. 19.— "History af- 
fords no iiarallel of a whole people thus 
practically turning' war traitors, and in 
the genius of no otlier iicoiile was ever 
found such master powers of dissimula- 
tion; but it is needless to say that no 
powerful state was ever erected or ever 
can lie oroctod on such immornl and un- 
civilized foundations." 

This statement is made by Gen. Chaf- 
fee, military governor of tho Philip- 
pines in a review of one of a number of 
court niartials in the islands, the re- 
cords of %vhich have been received at 
tho war department. The case wliicli 
brought forth tho ahove comment was 
one wherein seven natives were tried 
jointly on a charge of murder. ■The ac- 
cused were soldiers in the insurgent 
army, and af'er defeat by the United 
States army iu the field, abandoned 
even the show' of open opposition and 
took up their residence at Taytay, near 
Manila, a v>!acc protected 'liy a United 
Sl.'ites garrison. Then, foJowing tin. 
liroclainieil policy of tliu insurgent 
cliii-fs, ihoy proceeded to organize se- 
cretly a holo band. \\'heii aiitlioriza- 
lion had boon given to cstalirsh civil 
government, tho bund came forward un- 
der the leadership of a resident padre 
."iid wore elected municipal officers of 
Taytay. 

Then ensued a reniarkablc attempt to 
serve two inastei's. In all lawful matters 
thev served ivitli due n])i;ear:in' e of 
loyAltv to the United Stiites, -vvhile at 
llio same time they labored secretly and 
de'ili(>i'ntel y in the int(>rcsts of tho : .- 
surgeats. 'I'his dual form of govern- 
iiieiit, says <!en. ClialT(>e. existi'il every- 
whore. in stionglv gan-isnni'd cities like 
Maiiil.M as widl as tUi' sniall(>st barrio. 

"One undeniable trntli." says (leu. 
r'hnfTee. " stands out in this case, as iu 
liundrodii of like cases of murder, that 
the average nafye of these islands has 
not more than the first rudimentary con- 
ception of bis individual riprhts and du- 
ties as a man, and no one knows this as 
well as tho chiefs who uve him for their 
nefarious purposes." 

Six of the seven natives were sen- 
tenced to bo linnged, but Gen. CliafTee 
commuted the sentiMice of three of thetn 
to imprisonment at hard labor for life.

T'ne explosion was 
caused by n slip in tno furnace, the gas 
and flames belching upward through the 
b'll. Thi' men were ou the furnace 
platform 85 feet above the ground 
■■rhere were 19 men on the fu'-nace when 
the expiosiiiu occurred, and' 1.'5 of them 
"•••re ctiualit in the flames. Two of 
them escajied w th slight injuries. The 
other four v. et e Ihe teu'iilar nirii em- 
ployed as toil fdlers and csctipcd with- 
out injury. The e.vplosion "ivas caused 
by the gas becoming encased in a crust 
of cinder forming at the bottom of the 
fiii-nace. A wheelbanow cmittiining ore 
had been seal up to the inen, when they 
went to dump it into the bell of the 
fu-nace, pu.she.l it over too far, and il 
rol'ed in'o the hopper. Tho barrow 
weighed 0(10 pounds, ard was loo heavy 
for the four men to rtiise. The Ifi la"- 
borer.s were then sent up to assist Ihoni. 
Dad it not b. en for the litinow nceiileiit 
no one M-onld have been hurt, as the 
regular men knew bo'.v to pro'ect them- 
selves at sucli limes, as similar ex]ilo- 
sions are of frequent occurrence.

ing tieacp, order and good govorumont 
wiihin I he said rrovinrp to have the 
boiii.larv line propeily laid down, that 
an hiiinlile aiiilress he Te.pseiited to His 
I'".\eelhuoy the Lieu'.enant-Govenioi-, 
inayiug that ho may take such slejis as 
may call the attention of thp Dominion 
f ;o\ ernnieiit to the necessity of some 
not ion being taken at an early day to 
ha VI' the boundary ilelined."

81, 82 and 83, and 
such outlined specifications being respect- 
ively dated the 23rd day of September, , 
1901, and signed by the City Engineer), 
subject to all necessary nlterations, modlfl- 
catlous or additional works to be deter- 
mined from time to time by the Council, 
on the advice of the City .Engineer, shnii, 
so soon as the moneys intended., to bo 
raised In pursuance of this By-Law have 
been obtained, or the necessary portion 
thereof, forthwith be carried Into execu- 
tion, 

2. The sewerage works Intended to be 
carried out by menus of the said Septic 
Tank Bystem. ns shown in the said pro- 
posed pInnH nnd outlined specifications, nnd 
the main and branch sewers Incidental 
tiiercto, Hiil)ject to all necessary nitera- 
llons, modifications or nddltlonni works to 
1)0 determined from time to time bv the 

iincll. on the advice of tho City Engi- 
neer, shall, after the necessary moneys 
have been obtained as aforesaid, be car- 
ried into execution. 

3. It shall be lawful for the Mnj-or of the 
corporation of the City of Victoria to 
borrow, upon the credit of the said cor- 
poration at large, by way of the Deben- 
tures hereinafter mcntloued, from any per- 
son or persons, or body or bodies 
corporate, who may be willing to advance 
the same ns n loan, a sum of money not 
exceeding In the whole the suiii of 
$100,000 currencv or sterling money, at the 
nito of $4.80 2-,'! to the one pound sterling, 
and to cause all such sums so raised of 
received to be paid Into the hands of the 
Treasurer of the said conioration, for the 
purpose and with the object hereinbefore 
referred to. 

4. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause any number of debentures to be 
made, executed nnd Issued for sucli suras 

may be required, not exceeding, how- 
ever, the sum of S100,(X)0. eithei' In cur- 
rency or sterling money (at the rate of 
$4.80 2-9 to the one pound sterling), each 



of the said Debentures belug of the 
amount of $1,000, or Ita starling equivalent 
at the rate aforesaid, and all such Deben- 
tures chall be sealed with the seal of the 
said Corporation, and signed by tho Mayor 
thereof. 

5. The said Debentures shall hear date 
the 2ud day of December, 11)01, and shall 
be payable in fifty years nom tho suld 
iiatu, at such place, either In Great Britain, 
the United StatesC of America, or the 
Domlulun of Canada, us may bo deslg- ' 
uated thereon, aud shall have attached to 
them coupons for the payment o.i; interest; 
and the signature to the iu;erest coupons 
may be either written, stamped, printed 
or lithographed. 

I 0. The said Debentures shall bear Inter- 
I est at the rate of four per cent, per annum 
iroiu the date thereof, which interest shall 
be payab'e half-yearly, at such place, 
either in Great Britain, the United States 
of America or the Dominion of Canada, as 
may be expressed In the Debenture and 
coupon. 

7. It shall he lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause the said Deboutures aud the 
Interest coupons, either or both, to ue 
made payable at such place, cither in 
Great Britain, the United States of 
-Vinerlca, or in the Dominion of Canada, 
as may be desired. 

8. It shall be lawful for the Mayor of 
the said Corporation to dispose of the s.ild 
Debentures at a rate below par, aud to 
authorize the Treasurer to pay out of the 
sums .so raised by the sale of the said De- 
bentures all expenses connected with the 
preparation and lithographing of tho 
Debentures and coupons, or nny discount 
or commission or other charges Incidental 
to the sale of the said Debentures. 

0. If deemed advisable by the Mayor, 
there shall. In the said Debentures, be 
reserved to the Corporation the right Upon 
any future consolidation of tho Debenture 
indobteduesd of tho city, to substitute 
Uebentnrea of such consolidation secured 
upon the credit of the city at large. 
.Such consolidated debentures shall contain 
the like covenants, conditions and restric- 
tions as are contained In tho Debentures 
ssued in pursuance of this By-Law, and

10. That It shall be lawful for the 
Council of tho Corporation from time to 
tone to purchase any of the said Dlben- 
lures, and such Debenlures shall be ko 
exiiressed as to entitle the said Council to 
reileeui and [uirchnso the same on paying 
t le ni)imitit thereof and the interest due 
tlierenu at the dnte of -SUCh purchase to 
tho holder or holders thereof nt any ,tlme 
after twenty-Ove years from the date of 
issuance of the said debentures. 



11. I'or Ihe puniose of raising annually 
lie sum retiiiirod for tlie payment of the 
interest on the said Debentures (hiring 
tlieir currency, there shall ho raised nnnu- 
aiiy the sum of $4,000. nnd for the piirp(ise 
of creating the sinking fund afores.qid.

. 1^ For the purpose of the payment of 
tno said sums In the next preceding para- 
graph mentioned, there shall be raised ond 
levied In each year a rate of one-third of 
n mill in the dollar on all the ratable land 
nnd Improvements In the city of Victoria, 
during the continuance of the said Deben- 
tures, or any of them. 

13. This By-Law shall, before the final 
passing thereof, receive the assent of the 
electors of the said Corporation, In the 
manner provided for In the' " Municipal . 
Clauses Act," and s.'iall take , effect on the ' 
10th day of October, 1901. - i 

14. This By-Law .may be cited as the 
"Sewerage Loan • By-Law, 1001."

In return for this 
ll'u uiiiaiiv agiccd to extend tho Vic- 
toria & Sidney Kailway to the market 
building, to operate a railway ferry be- 
tween Sidney and a jwlnt on tlie imain- 
laiid, and to connect -with the Groat 
Northern railway brunch terminating 
opposite Westminster. " If this outrage- 
ous ngreeme.t was to he again subiiiit- 
twl for tho aiiproval of Victorians, it is 
doubtful if a CO poial's guard could be 
induced to vo'o .for it.

Without tho com- 
pletion of what is cjilled the Coast- Ivoot- 
enay line, this railway ferry connec- 
tion v.'itli tlie (^treat Northern branch 
will be of onlv seutimeulal value to 
\'ictoria. It will add as little to the 
city's trade and iirogress as the bringing 
in of the C. I', it. freight over the Island 
railway has aci'oiiiplislieil. Hut in the 
event of the building of llie Coast-Koot- 
emiy all the value of Ji railway ferry 
couuectiou with that line and Victoria 
woulil liave been sec'ured without the 
expenditure of a single dollar by Victor- 
ia. In arranging the subsidy for the 
Coast-Kootenay the Diinsmuir govern- 
ment made it an essential part <if the 
agreement wi.ii any company huilding 
it that this railway ferry into Victoria 
should 'be Iniilt nnd continuously operat- 
ed.

If Ills off(>r -w.as not lUTi'itted nl 
once the railway i-outractors, iiaving 
WDik eiscwhere, W0.L1M remove tlieir 
men and plant nnd the province would 
lose this amount of raihvny construction 
this year, etc. What are the facts'.' 
A pait of the thirty mile eastern section 
has been built by the Groat XorthiMU 
under £hc Y. V. & E. charter. They <li I 
not seek a subs'dv to induce its ■con- 
Ktructlcn, ns they wore most anxious to 
build so that they might use it ns the 
connecting link bet^t'een their railway 
from tho Bepublic mines in the State of 
Washington to the bonudnry line, aceess 
to wliicli could only be had through a 
])art of this province. It has not hecui 
till' pi'ictice of tho Oreat Northern to 
seidi siiibsidies, for that company pos- 
T-e.^t:i>s n reputation for building railways 
for Ims'ncss purposes nnd on bu-inoss 
lines. The greater portion of tho railway 
of which the section in British Colu.mbiii 
foniis a sniMll but vital pari, is in tlie 
State <)f Washington, aud was not sub- 
sidized in any way. The transportation 
to be secun.'d from the mines was aiuoly 
suflicient to in luce its construction. Why 
then was it so absolutely necessary to 
have this vital part xOf tlie .sys'eiu iu 
this province .subsidised'? It was nr)t, 
and tho Great Xorthorn did not look for 
a subsidy. In fact, it is asserted that 
the contract for tho building of this por- 
tion of their lino hnil_l)een entered into 
at th" time n subs'd.v was being sought 
for it in Victo-ia by Mr. Bodwell. It is 
more tlian iirobaiile that the subsidy jiart 
of the proposal emaimted altogother 
from the promoters of the V. X. & dC, 
and for tlieir own lionofit.
